Mr.  Editor :  One  of  your  correspond¬ 
ents  is  not  edified  that  the  “  Helpful  Hints  ” 
of  Jan.  21,  treating  of  the  taking  of  Jericho 
by  rams’  horns,  should  overmatch  it  with 
the  greater  wonder  of  “  conquering  the  world 
by  trumpets.”  He  thinks  the  saving  the 
world  by  preaching  is  only  spoken  of  those 
that  believe,  and  that  the  Millennium  is  to  be 
inaugurated  only  by  the  appearing  of  Christ. 
He  wants  even  one  passage  where  it  is  said 
that  preaching  is  to  do  it. 

As  you  have  turned  “Inquirer”  over  to 
me  for  an  answer,  I  suppose  I  should  reply, 
it  being  part  of  the  duty  of  an  editor  (though 
it  be  only  of  Ihe  Sunday-school  Lesson)  to 
give  information.  Of  course  I  had  no  idea 
of  waking  up  any  Second  Advent  brother  by 
the  use  I  made  of  trumpets  in  the  sentence 
referred  to,  nor  that  my  humble  “  Helpful 
Hints  ”  would  ever  be  a  hint  or  help  to  con¬ 
troversy  in  your  columns. 

As  an  indication  that  I  do  not  wish  to  lay 
too  much  stress  on  the  trumpets,  I  am  will¬ 
ing  to  say  of  the  r^s’  horns  themselves 
that  I  do  not  hold  that  thffy  took  Jericho  ; 
only  as  they  were  the  appointed  antecedents 
and  attendants  of  the  power  that  shook  down 
the  walls.

But  does  he  not  also  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  trumpets  are  to  keep  sounding 
up  to  that  time,  and  that  they  are  as  neces¬ 
sary  because  as  appointed  an  antecedent  to 
the  Millennium,  as  the  horns  blown  round¬ 
about  Jericho  were  to  its  capture  ? 

And  if  I  do  not  hold  to  the  personal  reign 
in  the  Millennium,  I  do  no  less  to  the  fact 
that  it  is  Christ’s  presence  now  in  the  world 
that  avails  in  any  degree  to  its  salvation. 

“  Go  ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations, 
baptizing  them,”  looks  to  me  like  a  triumph¬ 
ant  result,  the  tsBching  being  preaching  in 
one  form  and  another — the  use  of  the  Gos¬ 
pel  trumpet  by  those  qualified  to  blow  it. 
But  the  “  therefore  ”  points  back  to  the  “  all 
power  given  unto  me,"  mentioned  in  the 
preceding  verse  ;  and  the  hope  of  so  teach¬ 
ing  all  nations,  depends  no  less  on  the  prom¬ 
ise  annexed  to  the  command,  “I  am  with 
you  al way.  ”  . .  <  -  . 

Clearly  «$;<:4]dk3eoks  to  preaching  as  a 
prominent  agency,  though  not  a  principal 
cause  ;  and  to  a  vicbjry,  and  not  a  defeat, 
in  the  use  of  it.  If  I  were  a  pre-milTenari- 
an,  I  wo  uld  not  depreciate  prea<!hing.  Christ 
will  not  put  forth  the  power  that  saves  the 
world  without  the  precedent  apd  attendant 
trumpet- bio  wing,  any  more  than  the  power 
that  shook  down  Jericho  would  have  been 
put  forth  without  the  bom-blowing.  In  an 
allowable  sense,  I  hold  that  4he  Gospel  did 
conquer  the  world  in  primitive  times.  In 
an  equally  emphatic  sense,  it  has  conquered 
the  best  part  of  the  civilized  world  in  these 
times,  viz:  England  and  America;  and  is 
carrying  the  triumph  forward  there  and  else¬ 
where  faster  than  in  any  other  historic  pe¬ 
riod.  But  it  is  a  conquest  as  yet  only  in  the 
sense  of  the  Canaan  one,  when  it  is  said  in 
the  eleventh  chapter,  “  So  Joshua  took  the 
whole  land.  ”  There  was  a  good  deal,  never- 
theles.s,  that  was  not  taken,  “  very  much 
land  to  be  possessed,”  and  many  inhabitants 
in  Jebus  and  the  bill  country  to  be  driven 
out.  The  Gospel  trampet  never  sounded 
such  victories  as  in  our  day,  and  it  now 
looks  as  if  much  additional  land  was  to  be 
possessed.  We  have  “taken  the  whole 
land,  but  we  are  going  to  take  it  more, 
after  the  Joshua  fashion.”  Prof.  Smith  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary  estimated  years 
ago  that  whereas  our  population  had  gained 
six-fold  from  1800  to  1860,  the  Church  mem¬ 
bership  had  gained  more  than  fourteen-fold, 
and  this  in  spite  of  foreign  immigration,  and 
exclusive  of  Roman  Catholic  communicants. 
The  Israelites  did  not  conquer  Canaan  much 
faster  than  that.  At  present  certainly  there 
is  a  note  of  triumph  in  the  trumpet  sound, 
and  L  for  one,  do  not  anticipate  a  change 
speedily  from  tlie  major  to  the  minor  key 
The  command,  “Go  into  all  the  wcrld,  and 
preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature,”  was 
never  in  such  process  of  fulfilment  as  now. 
However  the  victory  comes,  the  trumpet  will 
be  sounding  up  to  the  last  minute.  In  fact, 
as  at  Jericho  just  before  the  waUs  finally 
came  down,  there  will  be  a  longer  and  loud¬ 
er  blast  by  all  the  trumpet-blowers  that  shall 
be  jubilant  in  the  ears  of  the  shouting  peo¬ 
ple.

LEARNING  ENGLISH  FROM  THE  BIBLE. 


A  good  and  useful  man,  Mr.  George  W. 
Parsons,  was  devoutly  carried  to  his  burial, 
Wednesday  of  last  week.  It  was  one  of  the 
largest  funerals  ever  witnessed  in  Rochester. 
The  spacious  Central  church  was  crowded, 
above  and  below,  with  all  ages  and  classes, 
After  the  remains  were  placed  in  front  of 
the  pulpit,  and  before  the  exercises  com 
menced,  a  representative  of  each  class  in 
the  Sabbath-school,  of  which  he  had  been 
the  beloved  superintendent  a  third  of  a  cen¬ 
tury,  placed  a  floral  offering  upon  the  coffin 
lid.  The  touching  sight  moved  almost  the 
entire  congregation  to  tears.  His  pastor, 
Dr.  Campbell,  gave  a  sketch  of  his  life  and 
character,  that  contained  no  overwrought 
praise,  but  brought  out  the  man  and  the 
Christian,  as  all  his  frimids  knew  him  to  be. 
The  opening  prayer  was  offered  by  Dr, 
Shaw,  the  oondading  one  by  Bev.  J.  L. 


Very  often  those  that  emigrate  from  their 
homes  in  Europe,  and  better  their  circum- 
stanoes  by  getting  cheaper  land  and  better 
wages  in  America,  are  still  sad  and  disap¬ 
pointed.  Even  a  better  home,  and  more  of 
the  comforts  and  luxuries  of  life,  hardly 
compensate  for  the  loss  of  dear  friends,  and 
a  separation  from  their  native  land  forever. 
The  difference  between  the  comfort  and  haj)- 
piuess  of  different  nations,  like  individuals, 
is  more  apparent  than  real.  There  is  some¬ 
thing  exceedingly  sad  in  turning  your  bac$ 
on  the  friends  of  long  ago,  and  the  ol^ 
home.  Crossing  the  rolling  deep,  and  rockZ 
ing  on  the  restless  waves,  is  like  an  inter¬ 
lude  between  the  scenes.  And  there  is  a 
strange  thrill  of  joy  and  wonder  comes  over 
a  person  when  the  land  birds,  the  pilot 
boats,  and  the  outlines  of  the  new  world, 
come  in  view. 

It  was  a  long,  strange  adventure,  to  leave 
a  farm  in  Avondale,  Scotland,  and  commence 
life  anew,  in  a  log  house  in  the  wilderness, 
in  the  forests  of  Michigan.  It  was  some  sat¬ 
isfaction  to  think  that,  with  all  the  greiR 
changes  of  the  new  world,  there  was  tl^| 
same  sun  and  moon,  and  the  same  Bible,  tS 
guide  and  enlighten  ns  through  life.  ThexI 
was  no  blooming  heather,  nor  larks  sing¬ 
ing  up  at  heaven’s  gates  at  mom.  But  there 
were  birds  of  brilliant  plumage,  and  gay 
squirrels,  high  and  happy  among  the 
branches  of  the  great  forest  trees.  The 
deers  went  bounding  through  the  bushes — 
but  not  through  the  broom.  When  our 
friend’s  “guid  wife”  went  to  call  on  her 
new  neighbor,  she  found  to  her  sorrow  they 
could  not  understand  Scotch  !  They  said 
How?”  “What  do  you  say?”  “I  guess 
that  is  a  Scotch  word  ”  ;  and  the  good  wo¬ 
man  was  “  unco  sad”  because  she  could  not 
have  a  “guid  crack”  with  her  neighbors, 
the  way  she  used  to  do  in  her  “ain  coun¬ 
tree.”  To  a  person  of  limited  education, 
whose  library  consists  of  the  Bible,  the  Pil¬ 
grim’s  Progress,  Bums’  poems,  and  the  Cate¬ 
chism,  it  is  not  easy  to  tell  a  Scotch  from  an 
English  aord.  She  had  no  Worcester,  nor 
Webster;  the  “bawbees”  were  getting 
scarce,  big  books  were  too  expensive. 

But  a  happy  thought  strnck  the  careful 
farmer’s  wife.  She  had  the  Bible,  un¬ 
abridged,  all  written  in  pure  English,  fa 
miliar  from  her  childhood  ;  many  a  chapter 
and  verse  she  could  say  by  heart,  and  it 
contained  no  uncouth  Scotch  words,  tbat 
were  past  the  comprehension  of  her  smart 
Yankee  friends.  It  is  tq  be  feared  that  some¬ 
times  she  gave  some  of  the  Bible  words  a 
Scotch  “twang.”  But  if  any  one  hinted 
anything  of  that  kind,  she  said  “  No  ;  it  is 
a  good  Bible  word.”  She  learned  history, 
geography,  astronomy,  morality,  immortali¬ 
ty,  and  redemption,  from  the  sacred  pages. 
By  reading  and  studying  “  The  Book  ”  carC' 
fully,  she  was  able  to  converse  with  her  new 
neighbors  and  friends  in  the  real  spirit,  and 
the  very  words  of  the  Bible.  The  White 
Mountains  may  be  grand,  and  Mont  Blanc 
the  monarch  of  mountain*,  but  far  more 
hallowed  and  heavenly  associations  hang 
around  Carmel  and  Lebanon,  and  the  Mount 
of  Olives.  Her  lessons  in  astronomy  told 
about  the  time  when  the  morning  stars  sang 
together,  and  all  the  sons  of  God  shouted 
for  joy ;  abont  the  bands  of  Arion,  and  the 
sweet  influence  of  the  Pleiades ;  and  the 


the  Danube.  The  clear  river  of  Avon,  that 
flowed  so  peacefully  down  her  native  Avon¬ 
dale,  was  a  small  stream  in  comparison  to 
the  great  rivers  of  America.  In  her  letters 
to  the  Old  World  she  described  the  Detroit 
river  as  being  a  great  river,  even  “  like  the 
river  Euphrates.  ”  Instead  of  reading  abont 
the  great  globe  “  dissolving  like  the  base¬ 
less  fabric  of  a  dream,  and  leaving  not  a 
wreck  behind,”  she  read  about  “  the  heav¬ 
ens  being  rolled  together  as  a  scroll,  and  the 
elements  melting  with  fervent  heat.”  Rol- 
lin  and  Hume  were  not  in  her  library.  But 
she  bod  the  history  of  the  world  from  the 
fall  of  Adam  in  Eden,  down  to  the  reign  of 
the  Prince  of  Peace.  Wm.  Lambib.

AMONG  THE  CHEROKEES. 

Tkhleqaah,  Cherokee  Ketion,  7en.  3Sth,  187*. 

To  the  Editor  of  the  New  York  STUgeliit : 

Dear  Sir  :  Your  paper  is  read  with  deep 
interest  in  this  capital  of  the  Cherokees. 
We  admire  the  frank  and  honest  manner  in 
which  it  holds  a  mirror  up,  reflecting  in  a 
truthful  light  the  passing  history  of  the 
times.  For  instance,  your  carefully  pre¬ 
pared  Map  of  the  Loiian  Rbsebvationb,  in 
your  last  issue,  will  enable  the  Christian 
people  of  this  country  to  see  spread  out  be¬ 
fore  them  the  great  mission  field,  lying,  as 
it  were,  at  the  door  of  the  American  Church¬ 
es.  It  may  help  to  rescue  one  State  or  Ter¬ 
ritory  from  the  rapacious  grasp  of  those  who 
would  seize  all  the  land  belonging  to  the 
race  that  first  inhabited  this  continent. 

That  your  readers  may  understand  fully 
the  situation  of  affairs  among  the  Cherokees, 
and  the  legal  relations  of  that  country  to  the 
United  States,  I  will  briefly  state  that  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  solemn  treaties,  which  should  be 
enough,  every  acre  of  their  land  is  owned  in 
fee  simple,  they  having  purchased  the  same 
with  a  cash  consideration  from  tiie  United 
States,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
their  lands  east  of  the  MississippL  There¬ 
fore  their  title  is  as  strong  and  valid  as  that 
of  any  farmer,  or  owner  of  city  lots  in  New 
York. 

The  Congress  of  1867,  ignorant  of  the 
character  of  the  above  title,  believing  the 
Cherokees,  Creeks,  Ac.,  of  the  Indian  Ter¬ 
ritory,  held  their  lands  by  a  tenure  like  that 
of  the  wild  tribes  of  the  prairie,  granted  al¬ 
ternate  sections  of  land  to  the  Missonri,  Kan¬ 
sas,  and  Texas,  and  the  .Atlantic  an<^  Pacific 
railroads — ^mark  the  condition — whenever  the 
Indian  title  should  he  extinguished. 

Yon  can  now  see  the  motive  for  pendstent- 
ly  urging,  at  each  session  of  Congress,  the 
extension  of  the  United  States  laws  over  the 
Cherokees.  In  no  case  does  this  request 
come  from  the  tribes  themselves. 

Not  satisfied  with  this,  some  have  endea¬ 
vored  to  give  a  Christian  and  philanthropic 
coloring  to  their  proceedings,  unknown,  I 
am  convinced,  to  the  Churches,  by  placing 
on  the  Peace  Commission  men  who  are  pe¬ 
cuniarily  interested  in  this  change.  This 
interest  would  exclude  them,  under  the  rules 
of  evidence,  from  the  jury  box ;  indeed,  in 
an  equitable  light,  even  from  sitting  on  a 
common  arbitration.  J.  W.  S. 


It  is  not  often  that  we  hear  of  a  Jewish 
convert  to  Romanism.  It  is  still  more  rare¬ 
ly  that  a  Roman  Catholic  becomes  a  convert 
to  Judaism.  Yet  the  Louisville  Courier-  • 
Journal  gives  an  account  of  the  recent  re¬ 
ception  of  a  Roman  Catholic  lady  of  that 
city  into  the  Jevrish  Church,  detailing  in 
full  the  form  of  her  admission.  At  the 
close  of  the  sermon  a  short  address  was 
made  to  the  convert,  standing  before  the 
pulpit,  and  several  questions  embodying 
the  articles  of  the  Jewish  faith  were  for¬ 
mally  and  solemnly  propounded  to  her  for 
her  assent.  These  were  six  in  number,  and 
were  more  brief  than  the  address  and  arti¬ 
cles  propounded  to  candidates  for  admission 
to  Congregational  and  some  Presbyterian 
Churches.  They  embraced  the  doctrines  of 
the  Divine  existence,  the  denial  of  a  Media¬ 
tor,  the  election  of.  the  Jewish  people,  the 
special  obligation  of  each  member  of  this 
people  to  worship  and  honor  God ;  and 
were  followed  by  the  personal  promise  to 
regard  this  obligation.  The  assent  of  the 
convert  to  the  articles  of  faith  was  followed 
by  an  appropriate  address,  and  the  occasion 
is  said  to  have  been  very  impressive.  The 
most  noticeable  feature  of  the  articles  was 
the  care  taken  to  disavow  a  divine  Mediator 
“God  manifest  in  the  flesh.”  All  recogni¬ 
tion  of  the  possibility  of  such  a  manifesta¬ 
tion  was  studiously  precluded  by  the  lan¬ 
guage  employed.  With  this  exoe^on,  the 
articles  embodied  the  theism  of  the  old 
Testament,  and  could  scarcely  represent 
that  phase  of  Judaism  which  is  said  to  be 
coming  more  and  more  into  notice,  which  ia 
only  another  name  for  Pantheistic  or  Scien- 
tifle  Skepticism.

early  audiences  here.  When  he  requested 
a  few  minutes’  silent  prayer,  a  stillness  as 
of  death  fell  on  the  vast  aesembly.  Many 
hundreds  had  to  be  denied  admission  to  the 
evening  meeting,  at  which  Mr.  Moody  gave 
a  very  impressive  address  from  the  words 
“Son,  remember.”  Two  other  meetings — 
one  for  men,  another  for  women — were  held 
elsewhere.  The  total  attendance  at  the 
meetings  to-day  wa.s  about  12,000. 

On  Friday,  Mr.  Moody  having  gone  to 
Manchester,  the  prayer  meeting  wai^resid- 
ed  over  by  the  ^v.  Rowley  Hill,  Vicar  of 
Sheffield,  and  participated  in  by  other  cler¬ 
gymen.  Several  l^men  also  took  part  iu 
the  proceedings.  Forty  requests  for  pr^er 
were  sent  in  by  letters  and  telegrams.  The 
evening  meeti^  was  presided  over  by  the 
Rev.  !^bett  Hinton,  Independent  minis¬ 
ter,  and  addresses  bearing  on  reli^ous  work 
were  delivered  by  ministers  of  all  denomina- 
tioDs.  A  meeting  for  men  only,  took  place 
at  a  later  hour  in  the  Temperance  Hall,  and 
was  largely  attended.  The  singing  was  con¬ 
ducted  by  Mr.  Sankey. 

At  the  children’s  meeting  at  midday  on 
Saturday,  the  9ih,  Mr.  Sankey  presided, 
and  in  his  opeuing  address  gave  an  interest¬ 
ing  account  of  the  children’s  meetings  in 
Edinburgh.  He  deprecated  lengthy  ad¬ 
dresses  to  children.  His  experience  was, 
that  such  meetings  could  be  made  attractive 
to  children  by  brief,  simple  discourses  from 
several  speakers,  along  with  the  singing  of 
hymns  in  which  the  children  could  intelli¬ 
gently  join.  Addresses  were  also  g;iven  by 
the  vicar  and  other  speakers,  among  whom 
was  Mr.  Drummond  fr(  m  Edinburgh,  a 
young  man  already  well  known  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  present  revival  movement.  In 
closing  the  meeting,  Mr.  Sankey  made  a 
touching  aUusiou  to  hie  approaching  depar¬ 
ture,  that  being  in  all  probability  the  last 
children’s  meeting  he  would  ever  address  iu 
Sheffield.  The  evening  meeting  was  crowd¬ 
ed,  and  many  hundreds  were  denied  admis¬ 
sion.  Mr.  Moody  spoke  from  the  words 
‘He  was  wounded  for  our  transgressions,’ 
etc.,  and  the  picture  he  presented  of  Christ’s 
death  drew  t^rs  from  hundreds.  "When  he 
spoke  of  the  resurrection,  the  enthusiasm 
became  irrepressible  ;  it  broke  out  in  every 
part  of  the  ball,  On  the  conclusion  of  the 
service,  hundreds  went  to  the  inquiry  room. 
A  meeting  for  men  was  held  in  the  Temper¬ 
ance  Hall,  which  was  crowded.  This  meet¬ 
ing  was  addressed  by  Mr.  Drummond  and 
others.  The  excitement  and  enthusiasm 
have  not  been  so  high  in  Sheffield  before. 
Mingling  in  the  crowd,  one  hoars  Mr. 
Moody  compared  to  Paul  on  Mars  Hill, 
i  The  attendances  up  to  Saturday  night 
i  reached  68,000. 

Four  meetings  were  held  in  the  Albeit 
Hall  on  Sunday  the  10th.  The  first,  for 
Christian  workers,  was  at  eigM  o’clock. 
At  eleven  was  a  service  for  those  who  do  not 
usually  attend  any  church  or  chapel.  The 
hall  was  filled,  but  not  quite  by  the  class  for 
whom  the  service  was  intended.  Strenuous 
efforis  have  been  put  forth  amongst  the 
denizens  of  the  slums  to  awaken  their  in¬ 
terest  in  the  movement.  Hundreds  of  tick¬ 
ets  were  given  away  amongst  them,  and  ex¬ 
pectations  were  entertained  that  they  would 
attend  in  large  numbers  ;  but  a  glance  was 
sufficient  to  show  that  the  audience  did  not 
differ  much  from  former  audiences.  Many 
new  faces  were  to  be  seen,  but  they  were 
those  of  decent,  orderly  working  people,  or 
visitors  from  the  rural  districts — not  the  be¬ 
sotted  countenances  of  the  residents  of  the 
slums.  A  meeting  for  women  only,  was  an¬ 
nounced  for  three  o’clock,  but  by  half-past 
two  the  hall  was  crammed  to  suffocation, 
and  the  wide  street  in  front  was  blocked 
with  a  crowd  of  both  sexes.  Every  means 
of  x>®Y8ua8ion  were  tried  to  induce  those 
who  were  crushed  out  to  go  and  listen  to 
other  speakers  elsewhere,  but  in  vain — they 
would  hear  none  but  Mr.  Moody.  Finally 
Mr.  Moody  left  the  Albert  Hall,  and  ad¬ 
dressed  the  people  assembled,  to  the  namber 
of  many  thousands,  in  the  parish  churoh- 

f  ard,  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  town. 

n  the  evening  again  the  hall  was  crammed 
an  hour  before  the  commencement  of  the 
service,  and  thousands  were  denied  admis¬ 
sion.  Meetings  were  announced  elsewhere, 
but  the  crowd  outside  remained  till  the  end 
of  the  service. 

A  special  correspondent  of  the  “  Times  of 
Blessing  ”  sends  the  following  : 

The  interest  in  the  Evangelists’  services 
seems  to  have  culminated  on  Sabbath.  The 
whole  town  was  moved.  The  Christian 
workcxs’  morning  meeting  was  crowded  to 
the  doors  with  an  inflneutial  and  enthusias¬ 
tic  audience.  The  eleven  o’clock  meeting 
was  rather  a  novel  one,  consisting  entirely 
of  non-church-goers,  who  were  admitted  by 
tickets  which  they  had  themselves  procuredL 
The  Albert  HaU  was  thoroughly  packed, 
almost  exclusively  with  men  who  belonged, 
with  scarcely  an  exception,  to  the  very  class 
intended  to  be  reached.  They  seemed 
greatly  to  appreciate  Mr.  Sankey,  who  sang 
no  fewer  than  three  solos  with  immense 
effect ;  the  last  one,  especially,  the  “  Prodi¬ 
gal  child,”  quite  carried  away  the  audience. 
Mr.  Moody  was  in  full  force,  and  a  profound 
impression  was  made,  which  bore  fruit  not 
only  at  the  inquiry  meeting  at  the  close,  but 
also  at  the  succeeding  meetings.  The  next 
meeting,  which  was  announced  for  three 
o’clock,  was  exclusively  for  women.  Long 
before  the  hour  the  hall  was  filled,  and 
thousands  waited  around  the  doors ;  while 
a  large  crowd  adjourned  spontaneously  to 
the  parish  churchyard,  in  the  hope  that  Jlr. 
Moody  would  give  an  oiien-air  service. 

What  could  Mr.  Moody  do  ?  The  weather 
was  mild,  and  the  streets  filled  with  people 
who  seemed  literally  to  be  thirsting  for  the 
bread  of  life,  and  he  seemed  at  last  almost 
compelled  by  circumstances  to  follow  the 
multitude  to  the  churchyard  and  address 
them  there.  Mounting  a  tall,  flat  grave¬ 
stone,  Mr.  Moody  was  in  a  few  moments  the 
centre  of,  perhap,  the  Wgest  audience  he 
ever  addressed  in  England.  The  ground 
could  not  have  been  better  chosen.  In  the 
rear  stood  a  range  of  tall  houses,  and  in  the 
immediate  foreground  the  old  parish  church, 
with  its  antique  spire,  overshadowing  one  of 
the  most  impressive  scenes  ever  witnessed 
in  Sheffield.  With  such  surroundings,  it  is 
needless  to  say  that  the  spaker  spoke  with 
unusual  power  ;  and  last  ^bbath  afternoon 
wiU  be  marked  for  generations  as  an  era  in 
the  reh'gious  history  of  Yorkshire. 

In  the  meantime  a  sj^endid  meeting  waa 
sustained  in  the  Albert  Hall  by  Mr.  Sankey 
and  others,  and  a  very  large  number  of  in< 
qnirers  remained  at  the  close.  The  last 
meeting,  also  ticketed,  was  advertised  for 
eight  o’clock,  but  before  seven  the  immense 
hml  was  again  filled  to  snffooatioD,  exclu¬ 
sively  with  men,  while  thousand  of  people 
lingered  around  the  doors.  Mr.  Moody  and 
Mr.  Sankey  took  the  indoor  meeting,  while 
a  number  of  ministers  and  others  oddreased 
the  crowd  from  three  to  four  different  stand¬ 
point  The  Albert  Hall  meeting  was  a  fit 
termination  to  sneh  a  memorable  ^y,  and 
tljje  number  of  inquirers  was  beyond  all  ex¬ 
pectation.  The  young  men’s  meeting  in 
the  Temperance  Hall,  holding  1500,  was  also 
crowded  in  every  prt.

Instead  of  watching  till  his  employer’s 
back  was  turned,  and  saying  “  Come  boys, 
let’s  go  home  ;  we’ve  done  enough  for  one 
day,”  and  sauntering  off  with  a  cigar  in  his 
mouth  ;  or  “I  think  it’s  time  we  had 
a  holiday,  to  go  a  fishing  ”  ;  his  cry  was 
“Let’s  do  a  little  overwork." 

That  overwork  that  frightens  boys  nowa¬ 
days  out  of  good  places,  and  sends  them  out 
west,  on  ship-board,  any  where,  eating 
husks,  in  search  of  a  spot  where  money  can 
be  had  without  work,  laid  the  foundation  of 
the  apprentice  boy’s  future  greatness. 

Such  busy  boys  were  only  too  glad  to  go 
to  bed,  and  sleep  sound.  They  had  no  time, 
nor  spare  strength,  for  dissipation,  and  idle 
thoughts,  and  vulgar  conversation. 

Almost  the  last  words  that  James  Harper 
uttered  were  appropriate  to  the  end  of  such 
a  life,  and  ought  to  be  engraven  upon  the 
minds  of  every  boy  who  expects  to  make 
anything  of  himself  :  “  It  is  not  best  to  be 
studying  how  little  we  can  work,  but  how  much." 
Boys  !  make  up  your  mind  to  one  thing  : 
the  future  gpreat  men  of  this  country  are 
doing  just  what  those  boys  did.  If  you  aie 
dodging  work,  angry  at  your  employer,  or 
teacher,  for  trying  to  make  you  faithful.; 
getting  up  late,  cross  and  sleepy,  after  a 
night  of  pleasure-seeking,  longing  for  the 
time  when  you  can  exchange  honest  work  for 
spectdalion,  you  will  be  a  victim  to  your 
course  of  conduct. 

The  plainly-dressed  boys  that  you  meet 
carrying  packages,  going  of  eivands, 
working  at  trades,  foUo^ing  the  plow, 
are  laying  up  stores  of  what  you  call 
good  luck.  Overwork  has  no  terrors  for 
them.  They  are  preparing  to  take  the  pla¬ 
ces  of  the  great  leaders  of  our  country’s  af¬ 
fairs.  They  have  learned  James  Harper’s 
secret.  The  key  handed  out  to  him  in  the 
“  gray  of  the  morning," — that  tells  the 
story !

PARENTAL  AFFEtTION. 

Among  the  cases  of  suffering  by  the  wreck 
in  1686  of  the  vessel  in  which  the  Siamese 
Embassy  to  Portugal  was  embarked,  few 
liave  stronger  claims  to  pity  than  that  of  the 
captain.  He  was  a  man  of  rank,  sprung 
from  one  of  the  first  families  in  Poitugal ; 
he  was  rich  and  honorable,  and  had  long 
commanded  a  ship  in  which  he  rendered 
great  service  to  the  King,  and  had  given 
many  marks  of  his  valor  and  fidelity.  The 
captmn  had  carried  his  only  son  out  to  In¬ 
dia  along  with  him  ;  he  was  a  youth  possess¬ 
ed  of  every  amiable  quality,  well  instructed 
for  his  years,  gentle,  docile,  and  most  fondly 
attached  to  his  father.  The  captain  watched 
with  the  most  intense  anxiety  over  his  safety. 
On  the  wreck  of  the  ship,  and  during  the 
march  to  the  Cape,  he  caused  him  to  be  car¬ 
ried  by  his  slave.s.  At  length,  all  the  slaves 
having  ^rished,  or  being  so  weak  that 
they  could  not  drag  themselves  along,  this 
poor  youth  was  obliged  to  trust  to  his  own 
strength,  but  became  so  reduced  and  feeble 
that,  having  laid  him  down  to  rest  on  a  rock, 
he  was  unable  to  rise  again.  His  limbs  were 
stiff  and  swollen,  and  he  lay  stretched  at 
length  unable  to  bend  a  joint.  Tbe  sight 
struck  like  a  dagger  to  his  father’s  heart ;  he 
tried  repeatedly  to  recover  him,  and  by  as¬ 
sisting  him  to  advance  a  few  steps,  supposed 
that  the  numbness  might  be  removed  ;  but 
his  limbs  refused  to  serve  hila,  he  was  only 
dragged  along,  and  those  whose  aid  his  fa¬ 
ther  implored,  seeing  they  could  do  no 
more,  frankly  declared  that  if  they  carried 
him  they  must  themselves  perish.  The  un¬ 
fortunate  captain  was  driven  to  despair. 
Lifting  his  son  on  his  shoulders,  he  tried  to 
carry  him.  He  could  make  but  a  single 
step,  when  he  fell  to  the  ground  with  his 
son,  who  seemed  more  distressed  with  his  fa¬ 
ther’s  grief  than  with  his  own  suffering. 
The  heroic  boy  besought  him  to  leave  him 
to  die ;  the  sight,  he  said,  of  his  father’s 
tears  and  affliction  were  infinitely  more  se¬ 
vere  than  the  bodily  pain  he  endured.  These 
words,  far  from  inducing  the  captain  to  de¬ 
part,  melted  him  more  and  more,  until  he 
at  last  resolved  to  die  with  his  son.  The 
youth,  astonished  at  his  father’s  determina¬ 
tion,  and  satisfied  that  his  [)ersuasions  were 
unavailing,  entreated  the  Portuguese  in  the 
most  impressive  manner  to  carry  away  his 
father.  Two  priests  who  were  of  the  party 
endeavored  to  represent  to  the  captain  the 
sinfulness  of  persisting  in  his  resolution, 
but  the  Portuguese  were  obliged  finally  to 
carry  him  away  by  force,  after  having  re¬ 
moved  his  son  a  little  apart.  So  cruel,  how¬ 
ever,  was  the  separation  that  the  captain 
never  recovered  from  it.  The  violence  of  his 
grief  was  unabating,  and  he  actually  died  of 
a  broken  heart  after  reaching  the  Cape.

The  wife  of  James  Mill,  and  mother  of 
John  Mill,  was  a  Miss  Burrows,  daughter  of 
a  Dr.  Burrows,  who  superintended  an  asy¬ 
lum  for  the  insane  at  Islington.  She  died  in 
London  about  twenty  years  ago,  having 
outlived  her  husband  not  quite  that  period. 
Her  children  were  nine  in  number,  of 
whom  foui-  daughters  are  still  living — two  in 
England  and  tw'o  in  France. 

She  was  not  what  would  be  reckoned  a 
conspicuously  intellectual  woman,  and  yet 
she  by  no  means  deserved  the  heartless  slight 
which  was  put  on  her  memory  by  ber  son. 
Indeed,  such  a  slight  could  have  its  justifi¬ 
cation  in  little  short  of  utter  worthlessness ; 
and  Mrs.  James  Mill  was  not  only  esteemed, 
but  beloved,  by  a  large  circle  of  friends.  On 
the  appearance  of  the  “  Autobiomaphy”  her 
daughters  were,  naturally  euou^,  not  a  lit¬ 
tle  indignant  at  finding  their  mother  as 
much  ignored  as  if  she  had  never  existed, 
and  were  inclined  at  first  to  supplement, 
publicly,  their  brother’s  account  of  himself 
by  certain  disclosures  not  exactly  of  a  char¬ 
acter  to  exalt  him  in  the  estimation  of  the 
world. 

Sufiice  it  to  say  here,  that  for  many  years 
before  Ids  death  he  had  been  estranged 
from  his  family  ;  and  this  estrangement  was 
attributed  by  those  who  had  the  best  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  judging,  to  the  sinister  infiuence 
of  his  wife.  This  is  aU  that  I  am  disposed 
to  communicate  at  present,  but  I  should  not 
be  at  all  surprised  if  we  were  to  know  by 
and  by  much  more  of  the  private  life  of 
John  Mill  than  we  as  vet  know.

We  are  in  the  midst  of  Winter  in  the 
Northern  States,  and  our  rivers  oven  hero 
about  New  York  are  so  obstructed  with  ice, 
that  one  day  lately  some  twenty  thousand 
people  availed  themselves  ol  the  congealed 
bridge  which  connected  us  with  Brooklyn 
until  noon,  when  the  big  steamer  Oity  of 
Boston  broke  it  asunder.  It  is  pleasant, 
therefore,  to  realize  the  climatic  comforts 
which  our  own  country,  though  not  our  lati¬ 
tude,  afiilrds.  There  is  Los  Angaloff  (not  to 
mention  other  growing  towns  ot  Southern 
California,  and  of  Florida)  with  its  twelve 
thousand  people,  where  the  orange,  lemon, 
and  other  semi-tropical  fruits  are  growing, 
“  The  climate,”  says  our  correspondent,  “  is 
mild,  snow  never  falling,  and  ice  once  in 
awhile,  in  the  course  of  years,  forming  to 
tho  thickness  of  half  an  inch.  The  oranges 
change  from  green  to  yellow  in  November, 
but  do  not  fully  ripen  before  March  or 
April.  Tuberoses,  geraniums,  fuchsias,  and 
flowers  of  similar  delicate  character,  are 
now  blooming  in  the  yards.  Many  persons 
threatened  with  pulmonary  disease  spend 
the  Winter  in  this  genial  climate,  and  are 
benefited.  When  the  lungs  are  positively 
diseased,  however,  so  as  to  be  beyond  medi¬ 
cal  aid,  no  climate  will  effect  a  cure,  and 
persons  in  this  condition  are  said  to  be  not 
materially  benefited  in  Los  Angeles.” 

Now  is  the  time  to  test  the  hold  whiidi 
missions  have  upon  the  heart  of  the  Churoh. 
It  is  a  time  when  givers  are  reduced  in 
number,  and  those  who  give  have  less  abil¬ 
ity  than  before.  Yet,  never  was  the  work 
more  pressing  and  needy.  We  are  glad  to  see 
that  there  are  some  who  feel  that  in  a  crisis 
like  this,  it  is  not  merely  a  duty  but  a  privi¬ 
lege  to  redouble  their  efforts.  A  Sabbath- 
school  scholar  from  lojra  sends  as  a  New 
Year’s  thanksgiving  present  to  the  Board, 
ten  dollars,  adding  “  May  God  bless  the  gift, 
it  is  most  the  tenth  part  of  my  wages.” 
Others  write  in  a  similar  strain.  This  is  the 
spirit  that  is  needed  now.  With  such  a 
spirit  throughout  the  Churoh,  there  would 
be  no  lack  of  funds.  Many  Rn  anxiety  ai 
home,  and  many  a  foreboding  abroad,  would 
be  put  to  rest.  Yet  such  a  spirit  is  only 
the  genuine  expression  of  true  Christian 
hearts.  It  springs  up  in  times  of  revival, 
and  makes  giving  a  delight,  a  cdieerfal  sac¬ 
rifice,  an  acceptable  worship.  Let  the 
Church  give  to  tbe  Boards  and  pray  for  re¬ 
vivals.  While  we  gather  the  streams  into  the 
reservoir,  let  us  ask  that  the  windows  of 
heaven  may  be  opened  and  the  showers 
descend. 

The  San  Francisco  Ministerial  Associa¬ 
tion  had  up  the  topic  of  “  the  best  means  of 
securing  a  genuine  revival  of  religion  ”  the 
last  two  Monday  mornings  of  January.  Dr. 
Woodbridge,  who  opened  the  discussion  on 
the  25th,  deprecated  any  spasmodio  effortiL 
A  preparatory  work  was  necessary  by  faith¬ 
ful  preaching,  the  instruction  of  the  chil¬ 
dren,  and  earnest,  persistent  prayer,  in  or¬ 
der  to  permanent  effects.  When  toe  g;ronnd 
has  thus  been  prepared,  a  revival  should  be 
looked  for  which  may  come  in  either  of  two 
forms— gradually  and  continnously,  like  the 
gentle  and  long  continued  rain— -or  sudden¬ 
ly  and  with  startling  manifestations,  like 
the  storm  that  bursts  upon  us  without  warn¬ 
ing,  and  drenches  the  earth  with  toe  floods 
of  water.  If  expectations  are  not  realized 
in  either  of  these  ways,  it  may  then  be  justi¬ 
fiable  to  adopt  means  of  a  more  than  ordina¬ 
ry  character.  The  proposition  to  invite  Mr. 
Hammond  to  San  Francisco,  has,  however, 
met  with  such  favor  that  he  has  already  vis¬ 
ited  the  city  to  confer  with  the  ministers.

half.  It  is  reported,  also,  that  in  very  many  ! 
of  our  churches  there  are  very  few  members  , 
who  are  young.  The  number  of  candidates  for ! 
the  ministry  is  very  small.  The  students  of 
Bowdoin  College  are  most  of  them  from  the 
towns  of  this  State,  and  they  may  fairly  be 
taken  as  the  representative  young  men  of  the 
communities  from  which  they  come.  And  yet 
less  than  a  quarter  of  them  are  professors  of 
religion.  The  proportion  of  pious  students  in 
our  colle^  is  lower  than  In  any  other  college 
in  New  England,  if  we  except  one  or  two 
which  are  not  under  the  control  of  evangel¬ 
ical  Christians.  And  this  fact  is  not  to  be 
taken  as  a  disparagement  of  the  college,  for 
the  college  can  only  take  the  young  men  as 
they  oorne.*  It  only  indicates  that  the  power 
of  religion  In  our  towns  and  cities  has  not 
been  sufficient  to  bring  the  yoimg  men  under 
religious  Influences. 

PROTBSTAWT  BPISCOPAL. 

Declined. — The  Bev.  Leighton  Coleman  of 
Toledo,  has  declined  the  Episcopate,  of  the 
now  Northern  Wisconsin  Diocese. 

Dr.  John  Scarborongh,  who  was  consecrated  a 
Bishop  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  at  Burlington, 
N.  J.,  on  Feb.  2d,  was  bom  in  this  State,  and 
educated  at  Hartford  and  in  this  city,  where 
during  his  theological  course  he  was  a  faith¬ 
ful  worker  among  the  Trinity  church  poor. 
He  preached  in  Troy,  and  was  settled  in 
Poughkeepsie  and  Pittsburg.  He  comes  from 
the  latter  city  (where  a  fine  church  was  erect¬ 
ed  for  him)  to  his  new  duties  classed  as  “mod¬ 
erate  ”  in  his  Churchmansbip,  a  grading  which 
is  supposed  to  promise  the  least  possible  aid 
and  comfort  for  the  Eeformed  movement. 
The  laity  elected  Dr.  Hall  of  Brooklyn  five 
times,  but  he  failed  to  receive  the  necessary 
clerical  support.  Dr.  Scarborough  was  final¬ 
ly  elected  as  a  compromise  candidate,  on  the 
fifteenth  ballot.  His  Diocese  is  made  up  of 
the  lower  portion  of  the  State,  and  embraces 
the  counties  of  Cape  May,  Cumberland,  Salem, 
Gloucester,  Camden,  Burlington,  Mercer,  Hun¬ 
terdon,  Atlantic,  Ocean,  Monmouth,  Union, 
Middlesex,  and  Somerset.  His  clergy  number 
but  seventy-nine,  and  only  a  few  of  the  Epis¬ 
copal  churches  are  pecuniarily  strong.  Bur¬ 
lington,  where  is  a  college  for  boys  and  a 
seminary  for  girls,  is  the  Episcopal  headquar¬ 
ters. 

BAPTIST. 

B«v.  T.  D.  Anderson,  D.D.,  has  resigned  the 
pastorate  of  the  First  Baptist  churah  in  this 
city,  to  take  effect  in  June  next.

DISABLED  MOilSTEBS’  RFJxlEF  FUND. 

The  Gommittoe  on  the  Relief  Fund  for  Dis¬ 
abled  Ministers  would  respectfully  ask  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  churches  and  presbyteries  to 
the  following  statement:  The  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  last  General  Assembly  was  that 
$110,000  be  raised  for  this  Fund  during  the 
current  year.  From  present  prospects,  unless 
special  efforts  are  made,  the  contributions  will 
fall  short  of  that  amount  Thirty  Thousand 
Dollabs  on  the  first  of  April,  the  end  of  the 
financial  year.  The  deficiency  is  now  over 
$50,000.  The  result  of  this  failure,  therefore, 
will  be,  either  that  this  cause  will  go  to  the 
Assembly  in  May  next,  with  liabilities  nearly 
double  those  of  last  year,  or  there  must  be  a 
reduction  of  ai  least  fifty  per  cent,  on  the 
amoimts  appropriated  to  ministers  and  widows 
receiving  aid.  The  Committee  has  resolved 
not  to  run  into  debt,  and  therefore  is  driven 
to  the  adoption  of  the  painful  alternative  of 
cutting  down  the  appropriations.  Why  will 
the  churches  withhold  the  needed  funds,  and 
so  make  it  a  necessity  that  the  destitute  and 
distressed  should  be  subjected  to  such  a  pri¬ 
vation  ?

CALEB’S  INHERITANCE. 

Joshua  xiv.  6-15. 

L  h  was  an  Ancient  Inheritance.  It  was  so 
as  compared  even  with  Joshua  and  Caleb’s 
time.  For  we  read  of  Hebron  at  least  350 
years  before  this,  when  Abraham  came  and 
dwelt  there.  (Gen.  xiii.)  It  is  one  of  the 
most  venerable  of  cities.  It  was  older  than 
Zoan,  a  city  of  ancient  Egypt.  (Num.  xiii. 
22. )  It  lay  in  a  mountainous  district,  twenty 
miles  south  of  Jerusalem. 

n.  It  was  an  Illustrious  Inheritance.  A 
great  town  among  the  Anakims.  Arba,  by 
name,  held  it  at  first.  Then  it  came  into 
Abraham’s  possession.  There  he  buried 
Sarah,  and  made  it  his  family  tomb.  (See 
Saturday’s  Readings.)  David  first  estab¬ 
lished  his  capital  there,  reigning  seven  years 
in  Hebron,  and  thirty-three  in  Jenisalem. 

m.  It  was  a  Promised  Inheritance.  The 
chapters  set  down  for  Tuesday,  Wednesday, 
Thursday,  and  Friday  Readings,  should  be 
read  to  get  a  full  history  of  Caleb,  and  the 
way  he  came  to  receive  his  inheritance.  He 
reminds  Joshua  what  Moses  had  told  him 
while  he  was  yet  alive.  A  promised  inher¬ 
itance  is  as  sure  as  if  it  were  in  possession, 
if  it  is  God’s  word  that  underlies  it.  The 
whole  land  was  one  of  promise  to  the  Israel¬ 
ites,  but  to  no  one  so  specially  as  to  Caleb. 
Have  we  any  promise  of  this  sort  ?  (See 
Sunday’s  Readings.)  Paul  in  Hebrews 
shows  that  Canaan  was  the  type  of  Heaven, 
and  that  to  us  a  promise  is  given  on  the 
same  condition  as  to  the  Israelites. 

rV.  It  was  an  Inheritance  of  Faith.  The 
history  referred  to  in  the  above-mentioned 
Readings,  shows  tout  it  was  this  quality  in 
Caleb  that  gained  him  his  success.  Of  all 
the  other  spies  but  Caleb  and  Joshua,  it 
was  said  “  Yet  in  this  thing  ye  did  not  be¬ 
lieve  the  Lord  yonr  God.  ”  The  other  spies 
discouraged  the  people.  Caleb  and  Joshua 
said  “  Let  us  go  up  at  once  and  possess  it, 
for  we  are  well  able  to  overcome  it.” 

We  see  that  Caleb  still  maintained  his 
character.  For  the  Anakims  had  possession 
in  Hebron  still,  and  Caleb  was  all  toe  more 
anxious  for  that  reason  to  have  this  region 
assigned  to  him.  “If  so  be  the  Lord  will 
be  with  me,  then  I  shall  be  able  to  drive 
them  out,  as  the  Lord  hath  said.”  Faith  al¬ 
ways  gives  courage,  and  ensures  the  victory. 
“  They  could  not  enter  in  because  of  unbe¬ 
lief.”  Hence  we  are  warned  to  “labor  to 
enter  into  that  rest,  lest  any  man  fall  after 
the  same  example  of  unbelief.” 

How  much  faith  have  we  that  there  is 
such  a  place  as  Heaven  ?  That  there  are 
enemies  in  the  way  to  be  overcome  ?  That 
we  ought  to  be  up  in  arms  against  them  ? 
That  if  we  fight  the  fight  of  faith  we  shaU 
have  the  crown  Paul  saw  laid  up  for  him  ? 

V.  It  was  a  Rich  Inheritance.  It  satisfied 
Caleb.  He  felt  amply  repaid  for  his  past 
faithfnlness.  For  he  had  been  over  that 
ground  and  knew  it  was  a  good  land.  The 
spies  “  had  ascended  by  the  south  into  He¬ 
bron.”  Near  that  place  was  the  brook  of 
Eshcol,  where  they  found  the  famous  clus¬ 
ter  of  grapes  which  they  bare  between  two 
upon  a  staff.  It  was  a  froitfiil  region,  and  a 
fit  reward  for  the  fruitful  faith  of  Caleb. 

And  now,  old  as  he  was  (85  years),  he  was 
strong  as  ever,  able  to  vrin  Hebron  from  the 
Anakims,  and  enjoy  it  afterward.  What  a 
rest  then  that  must  be  that  remains  for  the 
people  of  God.  Peter  describes  it  as  an 
“inheritance,  incorruptible  and  nndefiled, 
and  that  fadeth  not  away.” 

Shall  not  the  wisdom,  and  faith,  and  oonr- 
rage  of  Caleb  have  attractive  power  over  ns  ? 
Shall  any  of  ns  imitate  toe  timidity  and 
folly  of  the  other  spies,  and  lose  Heaven  as 
they  lost  Canaan  ?

at  a  very  dangerous  time,  and  prevent  them 
from  falling  a  prey  to  the  enticements  of 
bold  and  forward  girls,  who  would  malrA 
them  most  unworthy  wives. 

One  of  the  most  lively  Sunday-school  or¬ 
ganizations  is  that  of  Rensselaer  county. 

,  The  weU  known  enterprise  of  the  Snnday- 
school  men  of  Troy  keeps  it  in  motion,  and 
!  well  supplied  with  funds.  One  Wtnre  of 
I  its  work  is  the  employment  of  a  missionary, 
Mr.  Ebenezer  Adams,  who  keeps  busy  in 
forming  new  schools  and  stirring  up  old 
ones.  Another  feature  is  the  holding  of  fre- 
I  quent  Institutes  in  different  parts  of  the 
I  county.

Prof.  Goldwiu  Smith  some  time  since 
'  gave  an  exceUent  address  at  a  Sunday-school 
I  Institute  in  Toronto,  Canada  : 

,  He  ur^ed  that  the  community  has  a  vital 
interest  in  Sunday-schools  because  they  are 
;  the  principal  agency  for  popular  training  in 
I  religious  truth  in  a  day  ^tingnished  for 
;  the  decay  of  religious  belief  and  of  public 
spirit.  History  showed  that  sound  political 
I  liberty  depended  on  Christianity.  Tbe  po- 
!  litical  energy  of  the  fathers  of  British  free- 
I  dom  found  a  last  asylum  in  the  same  hearts 
i  with  their  religion.  “  The  framers  of  the 
j  ^eat  Charter — Stephen  Langton  and  Wil- 
I  liam,  Earl  of  Pembroke — were  religions 
i  men.  Simon  de  Montfort,  the  founder  of 
'  the  House  of  Commons,  was  a  rehgions  man 
and  the  friend  of  the  most  religions  men  of 
I  his  day.  Edward  I.,  the  generous  foster- 
I  father  of  parliamentary  liberty,  was  a  relig- 
!  ions  man.  The  political  efforts  of  the  great 
Puritans  were  sustained  by  that  lofty  self- 
devotion  to  the  public  good  which  had  its 
source  in  their  religion.  Now  there  is  com¬ 
ing  on  in  Europe,  wicb  renunciation  of  aUe- 
giance  to  God,  a  relapse  inlo  political  super¬ 
stition  and  servility  which  reminds  one  of 
the  Roman  Empire,  when  the  people  had 
no  God,  but  worshipped  Csesar  as  the  earth¬ 
ly  divinity  of  materi^  order  and  sensual  en¬ 
joyment.  ”  The  Professor,  in  the  oonrse  of 
his  address,  described  the  religions  services 
I  at  the  public  school  in  England  at  which  he 
was  educated,  and  declared  that  the  long 
Anglican  service  was  “enough  to  quench  <^- 
votion  in  the  breast  of  an  apostle.”

So  far  as  personal  scrutiny  goes,  says  The 
Presbyterian,  the  majority  of  church  mem¬ 
bers  would  not  know,  unless  the  children 
should  let  it  out,  if  Mormonism  was  tanght 
in  the  Sabbath-school.  Certainly  they  would 
not  know  by  any  examination  to  which  they 
:  submit  their  children  after  the  school  is 


However  democratic  a  church  would  be 
in  its  government,  it  surely  should  be  enti¬ 
tled  to  designate  its  representatives  in  any 
field  where  it  has  a  mission.  Where  the 
scholars  elect  their  teachers,  it  looks  as  if 
the  school  belonged  to  the  schokurs  ;  not  to 
a  church,  hor  yet  to  its  body  of  teachers. 
Teachers  ought  to  be  accountable  to  and 
fairly  represent  those  who  appoint  them. 
If  they  are  selected  by  the  scholars,  the 
scholars  may  with  some  reason  claiTn  to  be 
their  superiors,  and  direct  them  what  to 
teach.  Instead  of  such  a  plan,  Mr.  C.  H. 
Trnmbnll  would  have  the  teachers  selected,  ' 
in  one  way  or  another,  by  the  church,  either 
through  its  ordinary  process  of  doing  busi¬ 
ness  of  a  similar  character,  or  by  the  man 
whom  it  designates  as  superintendent  of  the 
school. 

Shortly  after  entering  my  present  parish, 
leading  members  of  the  church  and  congre¬ 
gation  proposed  a  modification  of  the  ^b- 
bath  services.  The  result  was  the  adoption 
of  what  is  called  the  Bible  service  in  place 
of  the  Sabbath  forenoon  preaching  service. 
Its  nucleus  was  the  Sunday-school.  It  em¬ 
braces — 1.  Devotional  exercises  conducted 
mainly  by  the  pastor.  2.  Study  of  a  uni¬ 
form  portion  of  the  word  of  God  in  classes 
under  eighteen,  teachers  including  the  pas¬ 
tor.  3.  A  short  unwritten  sermon  or  ad¬ 
dress  by  the  pastor,  summing  np  the  lessor 
and  applying  itq.  main  spiritual  troths.  So 
sncceEsfnUy  has  this  plw  worked  that  in 
four  years  the  church  membership  has  iur 
creased  from  199  to  408,  and  ninety  jper 
cent,  of  those  present  at  the  Bible  exeroi^ 
regularly  attend  the  preaching  service  in 
the  afternoon.  This  new  system  has 
encouraged  the  Sunday-school  teacher^ 
brought  the  young  people  nearer  their 
pastor,  and  the  congregation  into  closer  fel¬ 
lowship  with  each  other.  So  writes  a  Con¬ 
gregational  minister  of  Farmington,  Ct. 

A  superintendent  states  that  for  a  long 
while  he  was  in  the  habit  of  going  to  his 
Bible  class  for  teachers  to  supply  temporary 
vacancies.  But  he  found  that  this  worked 
badly  in  several  respects.  Teachers  were 
frequently  absent,  thinking  that  their  places 
woiud  be  fiRed;  the  Bible  classes  were 
weakened  by  the  frequent  withdrawal  of 
their  best  members  ;  the  temporazy  teachers 
were  never  thoroughly  prepared,  and  some¬ 
times  quite  ill-qnalified  to  do  the  work  nn- 
expect^ly  put  on  them  ;  and  the  Bible 
cl^  teachers  were  dissatii^ed.  So  he  con¬ 
cluded  to  try  another  plan,  which  he  thns 
describes  in  toe  8.  8.  Times :  It  is  quite  as 
important  to  have  thriving  adult  ohiwmi^  as 
classes  of  youths.  And  tms  is  what  he  did : 
It  was  agreed  that  a  teacher  twice  absent  in 
succession  forfeited  hia  class  ;  bnt  if  absent 
at  aU  he  must  send  a  supply ;  that,  in  other 
words,  each  class  was  a  school  by  itself,  for 
which  the  teacher  was  to  be  bmd  responsi¬ 
ble.  It  belonged  to  the  tether  in  toe  same 
sense  that  it  would  if  held  in  his  own  bouse. 

I  held  to  the  new  plan  with  decision,  and 
with  a  most  marked  improvement.  Miss 
Irresponsible  considered  her  case  a  hard 
one,  but  we  soon  found  another  dass  for  her, 
and  she  became  as  steady  as  a  clock.  The 
difficulty  is  not  entirely  overcome,  and 
probably  never  will  be,  bnt  there  is  a  decid¬ 
ed  improvement  in  promptness  and  re^lar- 
ity.  There  is  no  reason  for  employing  a 
person  as  teacher  who  cannot  keep  time 
with  the  pupils.  _ 

Teachers  should  nae  illustrations,  not  pro¬ 
fusely,  but  wisely— Mr.  8purgeon  recently 
repeated  a  lecture  on  “  Candles,”  at  the  an¬ 
nual  meeting  of  the  Pastor’s  Coll^,  which 
had  its  origin  in  this  wise  :  “  While  he  was

Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  send,  in  ac-  | 
cordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  on  j 
the  3d  inst.,  all  the  information  in  my  posses-  \ 
sion  not  heretofore  furnished,  relative  to  affairs 
in  the  State  of  Arkansas.  I  will  venture  to 
express  the  opinion  that  all  the  testimony 
shows  that  in  the  election  of  1872  Joseph 
Brooks  was  lawfully  elected  Governor  of  that 
State ;  that  he  has  been  unlawfully  deprived 
of  the  possession  of  his  office  since  that  time ; 
that  in  1874  the  Constitution  of  the  State  was 
by  violence,  intimidation  and  revolutionary 
proceedings  overthrown,  and  a  new  Constitu¬ 
tion  adopUHl,  and  a  now  State  Government 
established.  These  proceedings,  if  permitted  j 
to  .stand,  practically  ignore  all  the  rights  of  i 
minorities  in  all  the  States.  Also,  what  is 
there  to  prevent  each  of  the  States  recently 
readmitted  to  Federal  relations  on  certain 
conditions  from  changing  their  constitutions 
and  violating  their  pledges,  if  this  action  in 
Arkansas  is  acquiesced  in?  I  respectfully 
submit  whether  a  precedent  so  dangerous  to 
the  stability  of  State  government,  if  not  of  the 
National  (Jovornmeut.also,  should  be  recog¬ 
nized  by  Congre.ss.

Spring.  The  ice  mountains  reach  nearly  to 
the  edge  of  the  Falls,  and  visitors  ascend  to 
their  summits  for  the  best  views.  The  cold 
weather  and  low  water  have  been  productive  of 
more  ice  than  ever  known  so  early  in  the  sea¬ 
son. 

The  election  of  a  lady  as  a  member  of  a 
board  of  bank  directors  is  the  last  instance  of 
concession  to  woman’s  rights.  At  the  recent 
annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Peoria,  Illinois,  the  name  of 
Mrs.  Lydia  Bradley  was  placed  at  the  head  of  1 
the  newly  elected  board  of  directors.  Mrs. 
Bradley  is  a  wealthy  widow  of  that  city,  and 
one  of  the  chief  stockholders  in  the  bank. 

The  unprecedentedly  large  number  of  di¬ 
vorces  taking  place  In  Maine  has  begun  to  at¬ 
tract  attention.  It  has  been  ascertained  from 
official  sources  that  487  divorces  were  decreed 
in  this  State  last  year.  It  is  said  that  in  no 
other  State  in  the  Union  is  a  divorce  so  easily 
procurable  as  in  Maine.  Of  the  487  divorces 
granted  last  year,  238  were  for  desertion,  82 
for  adultery,  79  for  cruelty,  66  for  drunkenness, 
and  33  for  other  causes,  such  as  neglect  to 
provide,  incompatibility  of  temper,  &o.  One 
divorce  was  decreed  in  a  certain  county  for 
about  as  absurd  and  trivial  a  reason  as  one 
could  possibly  conceive,  and  yet,  because  one 
liked  ‘biled  vittels  ’  and  the  other  didn’t,  there 
was  a  want  of  harmony  between  the  two,  which 
was  sufficient  cause  for  the  marriage  relation 
to  be  legally  severed. 

St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church  of  Putnam,  Ct., 
(near  Norwich,)  was  burned,  in  consequence  of 
a  defective  flue,  on  Saturday  afternoon.  The 
loss  is  put  at  $70,000,  with  an  insurance  of 
$48,600. 

A  bark  has  just  cleared  from  Philadelphia 
for  Yokohama,  laden  with  216,000  gallons  of 
refined  petroleum,  the  value  of  which  is  $40,- 
850.  This  is  the  flrst  cargo  ever  shipped  from 
this  port  in  that  direction. 

Eight  bodies  have  been  found  in  the  ruins 
of  the  Beaufort  (Canada)  Lunatic  Asylum, 
which  was  destroyed  by  fire  a  fortnight  ago. 

A  fishing  crew  on  the  south  side  of  Long  Is¬ 
land,  last  week,  took  4,000  pounds  of  codfish 
in  one  day.  At  one  haul  of  the  line  127  were 
caught,  averaging  six  pounds  each. 

A  bill  has  been  reported  in  the  Vligihia 
House  appropriating  $60  to  furnish  a  Confede¬ 
rate  soldier  who  had  lost  both  his  eyes  in  bat¬ 
tle,  with  a  pMr  of  artificial  orbs.

Advice*  from  Abroad. 

The  Alfonsoist  troops  are  advancing  vioto- 
toriously  a^nst  the  Carlists.  They  are  also 
cheered  from  another  source.  It  is  reported 
that  the  Pope  has  written  to  Don  Carlos  ox- 
preasing  sympathy  for  his  cause,  but  advising 
him  to  reconsider  his  determination  to  con¬ 
tinue  the  war,  an  Catholic  interests  are  safe  in 
the  hands  of  King  Alfonso. 

Later  reports  from  the  seat  of  war  are  con¬ 
flicting.  The  Carlists  claim  that  they  have 
regained  the  ground  they  lost  in  Guipuzcoa ; 
that  Gen.  Lorma  has  been  compelled  to  aban¬ 
don  Zarduz  and  Guetaria,  and  Is  hemmed  in 
at  San  Sebastian,  and  that  the  Alfonsists  have 
lost  1200  killed  in  the  recent  engagements.  It 
is  telegraphed  from  Madrid  that  Gen.  Jovellar 
will  take  the  chief  command  of  the  Army  of 
the  North,  and  that  King  Alfonso  will  return 
to  his  capital. 

Darfour,  a  country  of  about  140,000  square 
miles,  in  the  southeast  of  the  great  African 
desert,  has  been  formally  annexed  by  the 
Kh4dlve  of  Egypt.  The  people  of  Darfour 
cannot  but  bo  improved  under  Egyptian  rule. 
Under  their  own  Sultan  their  degradation  was 
extreme. 

From  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  we  hear  of  rich 
gold  findings. 

Dispatches  from  Shanghai,  China,  state  that 
a  proclamation  has  been  issued,  formally  an¬ 
nouncing  the  death  of  the  Emperor,  giving  in 
detail  the  ceremonies  observed  at  the  funeral, 
and  stating  that  the  question  of  the  succession 
to  the  throne  has  been  settled.  Tranquillity 
prevails. 

In  Liberia  98,000  coffee  trees  have  been  re¬ 
ported  to  the  government  as  planted  during 
the  last  year.  The  exports  amotmtod  to  10,- 
000  gallons  of  palm  oil,  100,000  pounds  of  gin¬ 
ger,  600  pounds  of  ivory,  64,000  pounds  of  cof¬ 
fee,  and  163  casks  of  sugar,  or  100,000  pounds. 

The  London  Board  of  Jewish  Deputies,  of 
which  Sir  Moses  Montefiore  has  been  for  fifty 
years  a  member,  and  for  upwards  of  thirty 
years  the  president,  have  decided  to  raise  a 
testimonial  to  perpetuate  the  services  render¬ 
ed  by  the  veteran  philanthropist  on  his  retire¬ 
ment  from  office.  Sir  Moses,  being  asked  to 
indicate  the  nature  of  the  testimonial  which 
would  please  him  most,  has  suggested  an  un¬ 
dertaking  for  permanently  improving  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Jews  of  Palestine  by  the  promo¬ 
tion  of  industrial  pursuits,  the  acquisition 
and  cultivation  of  land,  Ac.
